In some areas the percentage of cattle sold runs very high, amounting to com- 
plete liquidation of herds in a few instances. This is especially true of herds con- 
taining ten or less cattle. Inventory reports coming to this office indicate that 
the heaviest sales are being made in old cows and in calvese The calf percentage 
has been running close to one-third of the total number sold. In the table, calves 
are included under cattle. The reduction in numbers of breeding females has not 
been very great, in spite of the rather high total numbers of cattle solde The full 
extent of sales is impossible to forecast at this timee
